THE  MORMON  PAVILION  - 
A  GREAT  MISSIONARY 


THIS  month  the  gates  of  the  New  York  World's  Fair  will  swing  open  to 
thousands  of  visitors  from  many  lands  as  the  fair  opens  for  its  second 
season.  One  of  the  first  things  the  visitor  will  see  as  he  passes  through 
those  gates  will  be  the  towering  spires  of  the  Mormon  Pavilion. 

The  glistening  replica  of  ihe  angel  Moroni  atop  the  centre  spire  will 
serve  as  a  landmark  for  many  visitors  and  at  the  same  time  stand  as  a 
tribute  to  Latter-Day-Saints  throughout  the  world.  With  the  erection  of 
what  fair  officials  have  called  "one  of  the  most  beautiful  pavilions  at  the 
fair,"  history  has  made  an  about-face.  Just  over  100  years  ago  the  Latter- 
Day-Saints  were  driven  from  New  York  and  the  rest  of  Eastern  America. 
Now  they  have  returned  to  the  same  states  that  drove  them  out  because 
they  were  "unchristian"  to  display  Christ's  plan  for  true  happiness. 

The  theme  of  the  Pavilion  is  "Man's  Search  for  Happiness."  In  impres- 
sive statuary,  art  and  film  are  shown  the  keys  for  happiness  in  the  troubled 
world  we  live  in.  The  quiet  gardens  and  reflecting  pools  add  a  touch  of 
serenity  to  the  pavilion  and  at  the  same  time  offer  the  busy  fair  goer  a 
chance  to  sit  down  and  enjoy  some  time  "away"  from  the  hustle  and 
bustle  of  the  fair — just  as  the  gospel  which  the  pavilion  represents  offer 
inner  peace  and  joy. 

From  the  opening  day  the  pavilion  has  continued  to  be  one  of  the 
more  popular  pavilions  at  the  fair.  Each  day  between  25  and  35  thousand 
people  go  through  its  doors.  They  come  from  all  walks  of  life  and  from 
all  parts  of  the  world;  for  this  reason,  the  pavilion  is  a  great  missionary  for 
the  church.  Well  over  10,000  referrals  a  day  pass  into  the  missionaries  hands. 
These  Share  the  Gospel  Cards  are  sent  out  to  the  missions  of  the  church. 
Many  South  Africans  have  visited  the  fair  and  the  South  African  Mission 
has  received  a  steady  flow  of  referral  cards.  Comments  on  the  cards  sent 
from  the  fair  to  the  Missionary  Office  carry  such  superlatives  as:  "reveal- 
ing," "an  inspiration,"  "Christianity  at  its  finest,"  and  "so  this  is  Mormo- 
nism." 

A  few  weeks  ago  two  Johannesburg  missionaries  called  on  a  man  and 
his  wife  who  had  visited  the  fair  and,  according  to  the  card  recieved  at  the 
mission  office,  were  favourably  impressed.  As  the  missionaries  spoke  with 
the  man  he  told  them  that  the  pavilion  had  impressed  him  very  much. 
"However,"  he  said,  "the  pavilion  is  not  the  thing  that  impresses  me  most 
about  your  church."  Then  he  went  on  to  relate  an  experience  his  son  had 
while  catching  a  lift  home  from  a  camp. 

A  man  stopped  to  offer  his  boy  a  lift.  During  the  trip  the  boy  and 
his  Samaritan  engaged  in  a  couple  hours'  conversation.  Upon  reaching  home 
the  man  offered  the  boy  a  present  which  the  lad  accepted.  The  youth  was 
so  impressed  with  this  "unusual  man"  that  he  went  inside  and  told  his  folks 
about  him.  The  boy  said  to  his  father:  "Dad,  I've  finally  met  a  man  who 
lives  what  he  believes." 
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He  then  showed  his  lather  the  book  the  "Mormon"  had  given  him. 
The  book  was  the  Book  of   Mormon. 

As  the  two  missionaries  continued  to  visit  with  the  man  they  saw 
that  the  book  held  a  prominent  place  in  their  host's  extensive  library. 
He  was  reading  the  book  and  was  interested  in   the  message  it  bore. 

The  magnificent  display  at  the  Fair  impressed  this  man,  but  the 
impression  that  a  man  living  his  religion  made  on  his  son,  had  much 
deeper  meaning. 

Leading  an  exemplary  life  and  being  a  good  member-missionary  may 
seem  insignificant  when  compared  to  something  as  wonderful  as  the  New 
York  World's  Fair,  but  they  can  be  tremendously  important  in  the  lives  of 
our  friends.  Many  people  will  hear  of  the  Church  for  the  first  time  at  the 
fair  and  through  that  wonderful  panorama  see  the  fruits  of  Mormonism, 
but  others — many  others — in  this  land  will  hear  about  the  church  for  the 
first  time  from  us  and  through  us  they  will  see  its  fruits.  The  Saviour 
told  his  honest-in-heart  that  they  would  know  the  truth  by  its  fruits.  This 
brings  members  of  the  church  everywhere  to  the  question :  Judging  from 
the  fruits  of  our  lives,  will  they  truly  know  us?

rilODAY  in  an  age  of  doubt  among  millions  of  people  as  to  the  reality 
*-  of  Christ's  mission  as  the  Son  of  God  and  as  to  the  reality  of  His 
resurrectoin  from  the  dead  after  His  atoning  sacrifice,  we  as  a  people  bear 
witness  that  He  is  the  Son  of  God.

THE  VISION  CAUGHT

The  sun  dipped  behind  the  purple 
mountain  in  a  last  blaze  of  glory 
as  Alva  stood  quietly  by  the  win- 
dow gazing  out  into  the  gathering 
twilight.  What  a  day  it  had  been. 
— one  of  the  golden  days  she  would 
always  remember.  Turning  from  the 
window,  she  smiled  indulgently  as 
she  caught  sight  of  her  husband 
nodding  in  his  chair.  No  wonder 
he  was  tired.  He  had  been  up  since 
sunrise  seeing  to  the  preparations 
entailed  by  the  long  journey  to  be 
undertaken    by  their   son. 

Seating  herself  in  her  favourite 
chair,  Alva  gazed  into  the  dancing 
flames  of  the  fire.  Her  thoughts 
wandered  back  over  the  years — back 
to  the  time  when  she  and  Corum 
were  first  married.  She  could  recall 
every  detail  of  their  first  home,  the 
copper  pans  that  it  was  her  delight 
to  shine,  the  rush  mats  on  the 
smooth  earthen  floor,  the  garden 
where  she  grew  the  flowers  of  which 
she  was  so  fond,  and  the  vegetables 
and  fruit  which  Corum  so  proudly 
and  generously  shared  with  their 
neigbours.  Happy  days  they  were. 
Then  came  the  time  when  she  and 
Corum  awaited  the  birth  of  their 
first-born.  Alva's  eyes  dimmed  with 
tears  as  she  recalled  that  heart- 
shaking  moment  when  she  held  their 
son  in  her  arms  for  the  first  time. 
Corum's  arm  was  about  her  as  they 
gazed  in  wonderment  at  this  little 
stranger  who  had  come  to  make  his 
home  with  them.  It  seemed  as 
though  they  were  blessed  with 
everything  their  hearts  could  desire. 

What  proud  and  happy  parents 
they  were  until  the  first  doubt  the 
anxious  watching,  brought  to  their 
hearts  the  dread  certainty  —  their 
precious  baby  could  not  see!  Even 
after    all    these    years    Alva    could 


remember  the  shock  and  bewilder- 
ment they  felt  at  the  time  of  their 
tragic  discovery.  The  heartaches  they 
suffered,  the  cures  they  tried,  and 
the  physicians  they  travelled  long 
distances  to  consult,  and  all  this  was 
to  no  avail.  It  seemed  to  the  young 
parents  their  baby  was  destined  to 
go  through  life,  blind  to  the  loveli- 
ness around  him. 

They  named  him  Joseph,  after 
Alva's  father.  Ihe  old  man  would 
often  call  for  him,  and  off  the  two 
would  go.  They  would  walk  in  the 
fields  and  by  the  rivers,  whilst 
Grandfather  described  the  varying 
scenes  to  the  sturdy  little  boy,  trot- 
ting happily  at  his  side.  They  would 
come  home  tired  but  happy  after  the 
events  of  the  day.  Joseph,  full  of 
chatter  of  the  places  he'd  been  to 
with  Grandfather,  proudly  named 
the  wild  flowers  of  the  valley  by 
their  perfume  and  touch  as  he  laid 
each  different  bloom  in  his 
Mother's  arms. 

Their  little  family  grew,  and 
Joseph  was  never  allowed  to  feel 
his  loss  when  with  his  little  brother 
and  sister.  With  sweet  simplicity 
they  guided  him  in  their  childish 
games,  bringing  their  little  treasures 
to  'show'  Joseph.  They  also  were 
'golden  days',  Alva  thought,  even 
if   they   were    tinged    with    sadness. 

Then  came  the  holocaust!  As 
clearly  as  though  it  had  happened 
only  yesterday,  Alva  recalled  that 
dreadful    period. 

First  there  was  the  great  storm, 
the  like  of  which  had  never  been 
seen  before.  The  tempest  uprooted 
forests  and  carried  them  up  into 
the  air.  The  rivers  became  seething 
cauldrons  and  overflowed  their 
banks,  flooding  the  land  around 
them.  The  wind  tore   up  buildings, 
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including  great  temples.  Some  that 
withstood  the  wind  fell  into  the 
yawning  chasms  where  the  earth 
opened.  Great  cities  disappeared, 
some  sank  into  the  ground,  many 
burned,  and  others  suffered  so  bad- 
ly that  not  a  building  was  left  stand- 
ing. The  few  inhabitants  who  escap- 
ed with  their  lives  fled  in  terror 
from  the  falling  walls.  Thinking  of 
the  great  mountain  not  far  from 
their  home,  Alva  could  picture  the 
great  city  Moronihah  which  lay 
buried  there.  There  were  only  three 
hours  of  terror  and  destruction,  but 
what  a  change  they  brought:  Moun- 
tains were  levelled,  valleys  rose,  the 
sea  surged  beyond  its  boundries, 
great  gulfs  and  precipices  appeared 
disfiguring  the  land,  and  worst  of 
all  tens  of  thousands  of  people  lost 
their  lives  in  the  catastrophe.  Some 
drowned,  some  fell  into  great  fis- 
sures in  the  ground  when  the  earth 
opened  under  the  terrific  pressure, 
and  others  were  lifted  and  carried 
away  by  the  mighty  winds  during 
the  storm.  Those  who  were  left, 
however,  had  additional  terror  to 
face. 

"What  was  this  darkness  upon 
the  land,  from  whence  had  it 
come?"  the  people  asked.  Quickly 
the  survivors  searched  as  best  they 
could  for  something  to  make  a 
light,  but  to  no  avail.  Neither  cand- 
les nor  torches  would  burn,  their 
dry  wood  would  not  kindle,  the 
vapour  of  darkness  foiled  all  their 
attempts  to  gain  some  light.  After 
all  they  had  been  through,  not  to 
see  the  sun,  the  moon  or  the  stars 
was  almost  more  than  despairing 
people  could  endure.  Remorse  filled 
their  hearts  and  anguish  took  pos- 
session of  them  as  they  wept  and 
mourned  the  loss  of  loved  ones. 

Throughout  the  land  the  sound  of 
mourning  and  weeping  was  heard, 
and  Alva  and  Corum  recalled  their 
parents  telling  them  that  about 
forty  years  before  a  Lamanite  pro- 
phet called  Samuel,  had  stood  on 
the  walls  of  the  City  of  Zarahemla 
and  foretold  the  signs  of  Christ's 
death,  and  now  this  destruction 
fulfilled  Samuel's  prophecies  to  the 
letter. 

Then  suddenly  out  of  the  dark- 
ness they  heard  a  Voice,  not  a  loud 


Voice,  but  one  which  all  the  inhabi- 
tants could  hear,  and  which  imme- 
diately silenced  their  cries  and 
lamentations.  The  Voice  proclaimed 
Himself  as  Jesus  Christ,  their  Re- 
deemer, and  listed  the  destructions 
that  had  come  upon  the  because 
they  had  persisted  in  their  wicked- 
ness. He  also  foretold  a  sorrowful 
fate  for  those  who  would  not  repent 
and  who  rejected  the  words  of  the 
Prophets. 

Long  after  the  Voice  ceased,  the 
people  remained  in  silence,  astound- 
ed at  what  they  had  heard.  Then 
the  Lord  spoke  again,  telling  them 
how  often  He  had  sought  to  gath- 
er His  children,  and  promising  in 
the  future  that  if  only  they  would 
listen  He  would  gather  them  again 
and    bless    them. 

When  He  had  finished  speaking, 
the  people  began  to  mourn  once 
more,  and  so  three  seemingly  endless 
days  had  passed,  and  at  last 
the  darkness  began  to  fade, 
and  the  people  saw  that  it 
was  the  dawning  of  a  new 
day.  The  light  revealed  to  them  the 
terrible  destruction  that  had  been 
wrought.  The  once  familiar  scene 
was  unrecognizable.  Slowly  every- 
one began  to  take  up  the  threads  of 
living  again,  and  made  plans  for 
the  immediate  future.  Corum  deci- 
ded that  he  would  take  his  wife  and 
family  to  the  Temple  at  Bountiful, 
knowing  that  it  would  be  the  first 
place  to  which  their  relatives  and 
friends  would  go,  praying  that  it 
still  stood  and  that  their  loved  ones 
had  survived. 

On  their  way  they  saw  the  many 
changes  that   had   taken  place,  and 
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gave  thanks  anew  that  they  and 
their  children  had  been  preserved. 
After  reaching  the  great  Temple,  and 
after  anxious  searching  amongst  the 
throng,  their  delight  knew  no 
bounds  when  they  found  that  their 
family  and  the  majority  of  their 
friends  had  survived  the  great  dis- 
asters. 

Many  were  the  discussions  among 
the  survivors  with  regard  to  the 
Saviour,  whose  death  had  brought 
about  the  devastation.  There  was  a 
feeling  of  awed  expectancy  in  the 
air,  each  one  looking  at  his  neigh- 
bour as  though  waiting  for  sorne- 
thing  to  happen.  Anad  something 
wonderful  did  happen! 

It  seemed  to  all  those  assembled 
that  a  strange  sweet  voice  was 
speaking  to  them  from  heaven  it- 
self. At  first  they  could  not  under- 
stand what  it  said,  nor  even  when 
the  words  were  repeated.  It  was  not 
a  loud  voice,  yet  it  caused  their 
hearts  to  burn.  They  all  gazed 
heavenward,  from  whence  the  sound 
came.  A  third  time  they  heard  the 
Voice  saying  "Behold,  my  beloved 
Son,  in  Whom  I  am  well  pleased,  in 
Whom  I  have  glorified  my  Name, 
hear  ye  Him." 

Alva  lived  again  that  awe-inspir- 
ing moment,  when  on  gazing  into 
the  sky  she  saw  Him!  Silence  reig- 
ned among  the  multitude,  even  the 
children  were  stilled.  Little  Joseph's 
hand  was  tightly  grasped  within  her 
own,  for  although  he  was  unable 
to  see  he  was  aware  that  something 
wonderful    was    taking    place. 

A  man,  clothed  in  white  garments 
was  descending  from  heaven.  He 
came  down  and  stood  in  the  midst 
of  them.  He  stretched  forth  His 
hand,  and  breaking  the  silent  still- 
ness of  the  multitude  He  announced 
Himself,  saying,  "Behold,  I  am 
Jesus  Christ.   .   ." 

The  vast  concourse  of  people 
reverently  knelt  down  and  worship- 
ped Him.  But  Jesus  bade  them  rise, 
and  come  and  see  for  themselves 
that  He  was  indeed  the  Christ.  They 
had  seen  Him  descending  from 
Heaven,  but  now  they  were  going 
to  be  permitted,  one  by  one,  to 
thrust  their  hands  into  His  side  and 
to  feel  the  print  of  the  nails  in  His 
hands  and  feet. 


Slowly  and  tenderly,  they  began 
to  press  forward  towards  the  Sav- 
iour. Revently  they  stretched  forth 
their  hands  and  gently  touched  the 
wounded  side,  bathing  the  nail-prints 
in  His  hands  and  feet  with  the  hot 
tears  of  remorse  and  grief:  Some 
could  not  raise  their  eyes  to  His 
for  shame,  but  those  who  did  found 
no   condemnation  there — only  love. 

When  the  congregation  of  people, 
men,  women  and  children  had  final- 
ly passed  before  Him,  each  one  had 
gained  a  personal  testimony  they 
were  never  to  lose.  With  one  accord 
they  sang  "Hosanna!  Blessed  be  the 
name  of  the  Most  High  God,"  and 
then  quietly  knelt  in  prayer. 

What  a  wonderful  opening  it  was 
to  the  three-day  Conference  which 
followed  in  the  grounds  of  the 
Temple  at  Bountiful!  Alva  thrilled 
to  the  remembrance  of  the  instruc- 
tions given  them.  The  choosing  of 
the  Twelve,  led  by  Nephi.  and  the 
performing  of  the  sacred  ordinances 
were  carried  out  in  purest  sim- 
plicity. The  beautiful  words  of  the 
sermon  beginning,  "Blessed  are  they 
.  .  ."  carried  the  comfort  of  a 
divine  promise.  The  model  for  pray- 
er that  He  offered  was  always  re- 
ferred to  afterwards  by  those  who 
had  been  present  as  the  Lord's  Pray- 
er. What  a  wonderful  Teacher  He 
had  been,  giving  to  them  only  what 
they  could  absorb,  and  how  quick 
to  observe  the  signs  of  strain  and 
weariness  among  them  as  had  been 
the  case  on  that  memorable  first 
day. 

Alva  remembered  how,  after  tell- 
ing them  to  go  and  prepare  their 
minds  by  prayerful  pondering  for 
what  He  would  tell  them  on  the 
morrow.  He  had  noticed  that  they 
were    loath    to   let    Him    go.    Their 
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silent  pleading  touched  His  ear,  for 
He  saw  that  they  desired  Him  to 
do  for  them  what  He  had  done  for 
their  brethren  in  Jerusalem.  The 
awaited  words  came  to  them,  "Have 
ye  any  that  are  sick  among  you, 
bring  them  hither.  Have  ye  any  that 
are  lame,  or  blind,  or  halt,  or  maim- 
ed, or  leprous,  or  that  are  withered, 
or  that  are  deaf  or  that  are  afflicted 
in  any  manner.  Bring  them  hither 
and  I  will  heal  them".  Alva  felt 
again  the  thrill  of  hope  and  joy  that 
the  words  awoke  in  her  heart.  She 
and  Corum,  sitting  with  their  loved 
ones,  gazed  at  each  other  over  little 
Joseph's  head.  Each  took  one  of  the 
little  boy's  hands,  and  they  joined 
the  group  around   the  Saviour. 

Some  things  are  just  too  sacred 
for  words,  and  sitting  here  in  the 
firelight  years  later,  Alva  felt  once 
more  the  burning  feeling  of  devotion 
to  this  man  who  so  tenderly  gave 
little  Joseph  the  power  to  see,  and 
felt  it  only  fitting  that  the  first 
face  their  little  boy  saw  was  the 
calm  loving  face  bent  so  conside- 
rately over  him.  And  the  under- 
standing look  bestowed  on  Corum 
and  herself  when,  with  tears  of 
happiness  running  down  their 
cheeks,  they  stood  gazing  dumbly  at 
Him,  unable  to  express  their  grati- 
tude for  the  mircle.  Then  their  little 
boy  excitedly  tugged  at  them  and 
said.  "Come,  let's  tell  Grandpa  I  can 
see ! " 

So  the  great  Conference  began, 
with  the  hearts  of  all  those  present 
burning  within  them  with  the  desire 
to  be  what  Jesus  would  have  them 
be,  to  show  Him  in  some  small

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TO  RUN  AND  NOT  BE  WEARY

THE  bell  rang.  Both  fighters 
moved  to  the  centre  of  the 
ring.  Jab,  move,  jab.  The  butterflies 
were  gone,  my  mouth  was  no  lon- 
ger dry.  Could  1  beat  him?  Taller, 
heavier,  greater  experience.  Suddenly 
I  was  caught  off  guard.  A  hard 
right  hand  crashed  against  my  jaw. 
I  had  to  counter.  Ducking  and 
pivoting  on  the  left  foot,  I  started 
a  hook  toward  his  temple.  Instinc- 
tively he  countered  with  a  straight 
left  jab  that  sent  me  reeling  back 
against  the  ropes.  Trying  to  recover 
I  rolled  to  the  right  attempting  to 
block  his  punch  with  my  shoulder. 
It  glanced  off,  knocking  my  head 
around  in  time  to  catch  an  on- 
coming left.  I  dropped  to  the  floor. 
The  count  started  1.  .  .2.  .  .  Slowly 
I  made  out  the  form  of  the  referee, 
knowing  that  with  each  swing  of 
his  arm  my  time  grew  shorter.  At 
the  count  of  8  I  was  on  one  knee. 
At  nine  I  rose  to  my  feet.  He  wiped 
off  my  gloves  and  motioned  for 
the  fight  to  commence.  I  had  gain- 
ed sufficient  control  of  my  senses 
to  know  that  my  only  chance  would 
be  to  wait  out  the  bell.  It  seemed 
like    a   lifetime    before    it    sounded. 

In  the  next  fleeting  moment  my 
manager  and  trainer  worked  hastily 
and  expertly  while  giving  me  in- 
structions. The  warning  buzzer.  I 
stood  up  and  took  a  long  breath.  I 
had  to  make  him  bring  the  fight  to 
me.  putting  me  on  the  defensive  try- 
ing to  block   his   punches. 

When  the  round  ended  he  was 
well  ahead  on  points.  If  he  could 
last  through  the  3rd,  the  fight  would 
be  his. 

The  warning  buzzer  .  .  .  the  bell. 
We  walked  to  the  centre  of  the  ring 
touching  gloves.  This  was  the  final 
round.  His  breathing  was  hard  and 
heavy.  He  hadn't  caught  that 
"second  wind"  in  the  rest  period. 
His  arms  were  heavy  and  he  had 
dropped  them  well   below  his   face 


leaving  it  open.  This  was  going  to 
be  my  round.  I  had  to  be  the  aggres- 
sor and  he  the  defender.  Instantly  I 
shot  two  jabs  to  his  unprotected 
face.  He  started  giving  ground.  More 
jabs  followed  with  short  quick 
rights.  He  was  in  the  corner.  Drop- 
ping the  shoulder  I  came  up  hard 
with  an  upper  cut  to  his  chin.  It 
snapped  his  head  back  and  he  drop- 
ped to  the  floor.  His  feet  churned 
as  he  tried  to  find  the  floor  and  re- 
gain his  equilibrium.  An  arm  reach- 
ed up  in  an  attempt  to  grab  the 
rope.  But  the  fight  was  over.  I  had 
won. 

Ten  minutes  later  I  was  in  the 
shower  reliving  the  fight.  How  had 
1  won?  Without  question  he  was  a 
better  fighter.  TTie  answer  came  as 
I  was  leaving  the  colosseum.  Walk- 
ing out  I  saw  him  light  a  cigarette. 
He  had  become  a  slave  to  that  small 
but  deadly  master.  Coming  over  he 
congratulated  me  for  the  fight  and 
then  as  he  was  turning  away  said, 
"But  you  didn't  beat  me — this  did". 

Nothing  more  had  to  be  said.  He 
knew  the  cigarette  had  beaten  him. 
Just  like  they  or  alcohol,  tea,  or 
coffee  will  always  beat  anyone  who 
delights  in  their  use.  An  Athletic 
Health  Code,  known  throughout  the 
world,  is  abstinence  from  these  plus 
other  harmful  drugs.  It  is  a  code 
accepted  by  athletes  of  every  na- 
tion, regardless  of  what  their  reli- 
gious  or  political  beliefs   might  be 

In  all  major  and  minor  sports  it 
is  an  unwritten  and  sometimes  un- 
spoken rule  that  anyone  guilty  of 
breaking  this  code  is  automatically 
expelled  from  the  team.  Otherwise 
experience  has  proven  that  it  re- 
sults in  loss  of  team  unity,  sports- 
manship, and  most  important  the 
loss  of  respect  and  admiration  of 
his  teammates. 

I  have  seen  tremendous  athletes 
waste  their  life  and  health,  life  that 
can  never  be  replaced,  careers  that 
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are  cut  short,  professional  opportu- 
nities that  are  quelled — due  to  the 
consumption  of  liquor  and  tobac- 
co. 

As  members  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints, 
we  are  given  a  special  blessing  if 
we  keep  the  Word  of  Wisdom.  The 
Lord  promises  that  we  will  have 
health  in  our  navel  and  marrow  in 
our  bones;  that  we  shall  run  and 
not  be  weary,  and  shall  walk  and 
not  faint.  Tliis  is  to  say  when  we 
run  we  shall  have  that  added  'push" 
that  brings  victory  instead  of  de- 
feat. That  little  extra  which  means 
the  difference  between  an  outstand- 
ing first  and  a  good  second. 

It's  great  to  be  young,  to  feel  fit 
for  fun  and  for  the  rewarding  pur- 
suits of  our  world.  How  joyful  it  is 
to  rise  each  morning  and  feel  renew- 
ed, fresh  and  alive.

INTERNATIONAL  short  wave 
station  WRUL  —  Radio  New 
York  Worldwide  beamed  "Mormon" 
Conference  to  109  nations.  More 
than  200  standard  radio  and  Tele- 
vision facilities  provided  coverage 
throughout  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 

Members  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  convened 
om  Temple  Square  in  Salt  Lake 
City,  Utah,  U.S.A.  to  attend  General 
Conference,  an  event  which  has 
been  held  twice  annually  since  the 
organization  of  the  Church  April 
6,  1830.  More  than  8000  Church 
members  and  leaders  crowded  into 
the  dome-shaped  Tabernacle  to  hear 
words    of    counsel    and    inspiration 


from  Church  authorities.  Music  of 
the  famed  Tabernacle  Choir  has  be- 
come a  tradition  at  these  occasions. 

The  135th  annual  Conference 
commenced  April  4  and  continued 
through  April  6.  Spiritual  leader 
and  Prophet  of  some  2i  million 
Church  members  worldwide,  the 
91  year  old  President  David  O. 
McKay,   presided  over  all  sessions. 

Since  only  a  limited  number  of 
Church  members  could  be  crowded 
into  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle,  tele- 
vision and  public  address  systems 
carried  the  proceedings  to  thousands 
more  in  the  nearby  Assembly  Hall 
and  the  spacious  lawns  of  Temple 
Square,  a  10  acre  block  in  down- 
town Salt  Lake  City.  —  lEBC

Mountain  Vault  Stores 
Records 

ABOUT  20  miles  southeast  of  Salt  Lake  City  in  the  mouth  of  Little 
Cottonwood  Canyon,  the  imposing  portals  of  four  tunnels  hang  high 
upon  the  granite  walls  above  the  winding  mountain  road. 

Mormon  pioneers  quarried  granite  from  the  same  walls  a  century  ago 
to  build  the  now  world-famed  Mormon  Temple  in  downtown  Salt  Lake 
City,  hauling  the  huge  stones  by  ox  teams  the  entire  distance.  Today  the 
descendants  of  those  pioneers  are  using  the  granite  walls  for  a  different 
purpose. 

They  have  built  an  impregnable  bomb  shelter  and  storage  vault.  But 
this  is  an  unusual  shelter,  in  that  its  primary  purpose  is  not  to  protect 
people,  but  to  safeguard  the  Church's  vast  accumulation  of  genealogical 
records  against  any  disaster. 

The  underground  maze  of  tunnels  was  blasted,  drilled  and  gouged  out 
of  solid  granite  and  cost  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-Day  Saints, 
as  it  is  officially  known,  more  than  $1.5  million.  The  tunnels  lead  to  three 
long  storage  vaults  extending  more  than  600  feet  into  the  side  of  the 
mountain. 

The  tunnels  were  built  to  last  forever,  and  officials  of  the  church's 
Genealogical  Society  say  "even  an  atom  bomb  exploded  outside,  the  records 
would  be  safe."  The  underground  depository  is  lined  with  about  a  foot  and 
and  a  half  of  concrete,  and  heavy  corrugated  steel  covers  this  lining.  The 
concrete  was  poured  behind  the  steel,  making  a  solid  bond  between  steel, 
concrete  and  stone. 

Three  massive  bank  vault  doors,  each  more  than  a  foot  thick  and 
the  heaviest  weighing  14  tons,  seal  off  the  storage  vaults  from  the  out- 
side. Humidity  and  temperature  inside  the  vaults  are  maintained  at  a  con- 
stant level  so  the  microfilmed  records  will  not  suffer  from  age. 

While  the  vaults  have  all  the  requirements  of  a  fall-out  shelter,  church 
officials  are  quick  to  point  out  that  their  primary  purpose  is  to  store 
records  "This  actually  was  not  intended  to  be  bomb  shelter  in  any  sense 
of  the  word,"  said  Nelson  Clayton,  the  architect.  "The  archives  were 
located  in  the  canyon  because  it  is  easy  to  keep  constant  temperature  and 
humidity  without  a  lot  of  expensive  cooling  equipment." 

Mormons  believe  in  keeping  detailed  records  of  their  ancestors,  and 
as  a  result  the  church  has  accumulated  the  most  extensive  genealogical  col- 
lection in  the  world.  Its  microfilm  library  alone  contains  more  than 
500.000,000  pages  of  names  and  dates. 

Through  a  widespread  microfilming  program,  names  are  gathered  from 
around  the  world  and  sent  to  the  13  Mormon  temples  where  baptisms  and 
other  sacred  rites  can  be  performed  by  proxy  for  the  deceased.  To  keep 
track  of  the  complicated  family  histories  detailed  records  must  be  kept. 

Mormon  temples,  which  are  restricted  to  members  in  good  standing, 
are  located  in  Salt  Lake  City,  Logan,  Manti  and  St.  George,  Utah,  Idoha 
Falls,  Idaho,  Mesa,  Arizona,  Los  Angeles  and  Oakland,  California, 
Cardston,  Alberta,  Canada,  Hawaii,  New  Zealand,  London  and  Switzerland. 

Theodore  M.  Burton,  vice-president  anxl  general  manager  of  the 
Genealogical  Society,  says  there  is  nothing  secret  about  the  records.  "The 
public  is  welcome  to  use  all  of  our  facilities,"  he  declares,  adding  that 
thousands  of  non-Mormons  annually  come  to  the  society  headquarters  for 
information.

I  cup  Maizena 
3  cups  water 

1   large  fowl  cooked  till  tender 
1  packet  Swiss  Knorr  "Minestrone"' 
soup 


5  lbs.  uncooked  rice 

ly  cups  seeded  green  peppers 

chopped   finely 
2  cups  chopped  onions 
12  tomatoes 
21bs  sugar 
5  tbs.  salt 

Boil  or  steam  the  rice. 

Melt  fat  in  pot  and  fry  the  peppers,  onion  until  soft.  Add  tomatoes, 
salt  and  pepper.  Add  Minestrone  soup  diluted  with  two  cups  water.  Blend 
Maizena  with  remaining  water  until  thick  and  shiny.  Stir  all  together  until 
you  have  a  thick  sauce.  In  the  meantime  bone  the  chicken  and  cut  the 
meat  into  small  peices.  Stir  the  meat  into  the  hot  mixture.  Serve  on  hot 
rice.
